The value of money in this country 


has bean 
increased by legislation. 


Therefore, the prices of all commodi- 
ties except gold have been reduced by 
legislation. 
Laws which reduce the 


value of property thereby reduce the 
debtor's ability to pay his debts by the 
sale of his 
property. 
Legislation 


which increases ttie value of a dollar, 
and thereby cuts down the value of 
every man's property, is dishonest leg- 
isation. A dollar which is constantly 
increasing in purchasing power, by the 
aid of legislation, is called "sound 
money" by those who procured the 
legislation, and are opposed to its re- 
peal. But it is no more "sound money" 
than a raised check is a sound check. 
It ia no more honest money than false 
scales, used by a buyer to swindle a 
seller, are honest scales. 


Merchants and manufacturers would 


do well to look to other aonrcea for ad- 
vice on the money queation than to the 
newspaper organs of the money power, 
or to the utterances of men who have 
been elevated to political power as de- 
fenders of the gold standard

Yet, at the same time, there oan be, 
and always is, extenuating circum- 
stances. 
We believe there are circum- 


stances in this case that make the sen- 
tence on the part of the mayor entirely 
too severe, especially in the oases of 
Uhl, Mohr, Brooker and Eddinger. _We 
heard the testimony in their oases and 
felt there was no evidence whatever 
against them, unless it was on the 
ground of conspiracy. 
If they werg 


guilty • of conspiracy, then the 
em- 


ployers of this country are conspirators 
in hundreds of instances.

fine on the persona actually engaged in 
the assault, with a severe reprimand 
and admonition as to their

actions would have been ample.

ent shape and with no other pressing 
business before the senate, the debate 
on this subject will be of uncertain 
duration. It may continue practically 
all the week, and it may come to a 
very sudden and speedy termination^ 
There is little or no doubt that the 
Morgan resolution will pass when a 
vote is reached, and the 
indications 


are that the majority for it will be 
the greater for the 
recent 
delay. 


Senator Aldrich will make the open- 


ing statement in behalf of the tariff 
bill on the part of the majority of the 
finance committee on Tuesday, but it 
will rest with individual senators 
whether the debate shall be continued 
beyond this speech at that time. 


The probabilities are that the state- 


ment will produce some badinage and 
that after this the senate will adjourn 
until the following Monday, when the 
debate will begin in earnest.

In an Official Keply the Sultan of Turkey 


Declines to Agree to an Armistice Un- 
less Tliessaly Is Again. Annexed to His 
Domain ana Ten Million Pounds la 
Paid. 
Constantinople, May 17.—The porte 


has replied officially to the note of the 
powers ami declines to agree to an ar- 
mistice until the following conditions 
are accepted: 


The annexation of Thessaly, an in- 


demnity of 10,000,000 pounds Turkish 
and the abolition of the capitulations. 


The porte proposes that plenipoten- 


tiaries ot the powers should meet at 
Pharsalos to discuss the terms of 
peace, and declares that if these con- 
ditions are declined the Turkish army 
will continue to advance. 


The demand for the annexation of 


Thessaly is based upon the fact that 
the 
province was originaly ceded to 


Greece on the advice of the powers 
with the object of ending brigandage 
and Greek incursions into Ottoman, 
territory, the porte 
believing at the 


time that the cession would attain the 
objects, 
but the recent incursion of 


Greece 
and the events immediately 


preceding the war have proved to the 
contrary. This is the substance of 
the reply. 
The ambassadors met to consider 


the porte's answer, which is regarded 
as raising an extremely grave issue. It 
is believed that representations 
will 


be made to the sultan personally to in- 
duce . a 
modification of these terms, 


but 
it is foreseen that this will be 


very difficult, owing to the attitude of 
the powerful old Turk war party.

Admit That High Duties ami Consequent 


High Prloen Will Ileatrlct tho Use of 
Woolens. 
Some of tho severest criticisms not 


only of special duties and climses, but 
of the whole accursed protective sys- 
tem, come from the protected manufac- 
turers themselves in thoii1 struggle with 
opposing interests. Mr. S. N. D. North, 
secretary of the Woolen Manufacturers' 
association, is now and always has been 
a stanch protectionist. As such he be- 
lieves that tho 70,000,000 consumers of 
this country are legitimate subjects for 
plunder nnd that the rnauufncturers 
are the proper persons to enjoy the pro- 
tection plunder. 


Tho free wool experiment which we 


have been trying for three years, besides 
being au object lesson in tho way of 
cheap wooleus, hns taught the woolen 
manufacturers thnt they cnu make as 
much or more profit with frco wool and 
moderate protection, which permits peo- 
ple of moderate means to wear real 
woolen goods, than with high duties on 
both wool and woolens, which restricts 
the use of woolens to people iugcod cir- 
cumstances. The manufacturers there- 
fore display more than their usual mod- 
esty and patriotism in the advice which 
they are giving to congress. Mr. North 
is in Washington to voice tho manufac- 
turers' patriotism. Here is part of his 
advice as taken from tho Washington 
correspondence oi The Dry Goods Econ- 
omist: 


I am free to say tho bill is far from satisfac- 


tory to Ilia woolon inmuifncturors. Tho chief 
fault is to be found with tho niw wool duties, 
which are so high tlvnt our mnnitfncturors will 
find themselves sorely embarrassed. It is true 
'the committee 1ms provided compensatory 
duties which ar<j probnbly sufficient to offset 
tho duties on raw wool, but the difficulty will 
be, in my opinion, that Iho very considerable 
increase in price which must bo mndo to cover 
the additional cost of raw material will have 
tho effect of cutting down consumption to nil 
extent thnt will bo disastrous to tho mnnnfnc- 
turors. I do not contend that tho rates on 
woolen manufactures in tho bill are not suffi- 
cient to protect us ngainst too severe foreign 
competition, but tho limit of tho consumer's 
umg i purchasing power must control him in buying 


woolen manufacturer, and I fear tho rates of 
the new bill will very materially restrict con- 
sumption. 


This is practically saying to Dingloy, 


Aldrich and the other servants of the 
protected manufacturers at Washington: 


"Go slow with your high duties and 


don't try to protect too mauy. If you 
let everybody into the protection riug, 
there will he nobody outside to prey 
upon and we will have to prey upon 
eachiOther. Don't mako tho mistake of 
taxing raw materials too high. We 
wouldn't mind it if we could sell our

for furnishing anthracite coal for the 
government building, I notice that 
Fied Reiniger's bid was §7.00, A. A. 
Branch's, $0.85 and J. M. Stookham'e 
$6.70 per ton. 
Now, what is surpris- 


ing to me is this—that the genuine Old 
Lee anthracite coal costs /-$G. 50 a ton, 
of 2,240 pounds on aide-trek horo at 
Portsmouth, O. That would only leave 
twenty cents per ton profit, and at the 
same time the government requires the 
coal to be weighed in the presence of 
one of its officials. 
There is quite a 


difference between a 2,000 pound ton 
and a 2,240 pound ton. The latter costs 
on side-track at Portsmouth, O., ia 
$5.30 per ton. 
Now, if this coal is 


delivered, as the government requires, 
it would be very cheap, and somebody 
will lose money.
